and the railroad executives could be 
let alone consolidations would be 
brought about intelligently and 
along the proper lines of economic 
law. 

It would be criminai to interfere 
with the railroads under present 
conditions, he emphasized, adding 
that it is impossible to take a map, 
draw a few lines and bring about 
proper consolidations. 

Mr. Brush was a luncheon guest 
at White Pines Camp, having been 
invited to give his views of business 
conditions, especially in the light of 
‘ bservations recently made in the 
Southwest on a_ transcontinental 
busnesg trip.

Rafael Calvo; 26 years old, son 
of a former Costa Rican minister 
to the United States, living at 1528 
Sixteenth street northwest, and 
under indictment on a charge of 
embezzling $4,000 of the funds and 
securities of the Liberty National 
Bank while employed as a teller, is 
in the Emergency hospital, under 
the influence of a powerful 
and suffering from 
gas. 

Calvo was discovered unconscious 
in bed Sunday night by a friend, 
living at the same address, who 
broke the door down leading into 
his room when he traced the odor 
of escaping gas to Calvo’s room. A 
gas jet was found wide open and a 
farewell note discovered. 

Calvo, physicians say. 
large dose of a powerful sleeping 
drug. Emergency hospital physi- 
cians used a stomach pump on him 
in an effort to combat the effects 
of the drug, but his condition was 
so serious he is still confined to 
the hospital. 

Detectives Weber and Talley ar- 
rested Calvo on July 21 on com- 
plaint of George O. Walson, presi- 
dent of the bank. He was taken 
to the First precinct station and 
later released in $5,000 bond.

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DIES OF PARALYSIS: 
~ LONG A JOURNALIST 


Member of Capital’s Once 
Famous “Newspaper Row” 
Succumbs at Home. 


FRIEND OF PRESIDENTS. 
IN HIS LATTER YEARS 


Manager of Senator Johnson’s 
Presidential Campaign. 
Burial Tomorrow. 


One of the few surviving veteran 
correspondents of Washington, a 
product of the National Capital’s 
once famous ‘newspaper. row,”’ 


covered his last assignment when 
Angus McSween died at his home 
in Silver Spring, Md., yesterday. He 
suffered a slight stroke of paralysis 
about a year ago and a second at- 
tack caused his death. 

“Gus’’ McSween was a journalist 
of the old school. He was in news- 
paper harness in Washington when 
most of the correspondents of to- 
day were in short trousers or had 
not been born. For more than 40 
years his career embraced every- 
thing in newspaper reporting. 

Occasionaly Mr. McSween took a 
few weeks off and played the game 
of politics. He was campaign man- 
ager for Senator Hiram Johnson, 
of California, when Johnson aspired 
to the Republican presidential nom- 
ination in 1920. When Harding was 
nominated McSween pleaded with 
Johnson to accept the vice presiden- 
tial nomination. Senator Johnson 
irately refused. Had Senator John- 
son accepted that secondary nomi- 
nation, probably he, instead of Cal- 
vin Coolidge, would have been 
President of the United States to- 
day. 


Active in G. O. P. Campaigns. 


During the 1924 campaign Mr. 
McSween was attached to the head- 
quarters of the Republican national 
committee in Chicago, and was re- 
garded as a “political scout’’ for 
Chairman William M. Butler, visit- 
ing most of the doubtful States. He 
was active also in the Bull Moose 
campaign of 1912, because the pub- 
lisher of the Philadelphia news- 
paper he then represented was chief 
among the supporters of Theodore 
Roosevelt and the third party move- 
ment. ‘Gus’? McSween was of the 
“inner council’ in that memorable 
contest. He was always a crusader 
and possibly nothing in all his news- 
paper career more intrigued his 
progressive nature than the fight 
for Roosevelt, and later the fight 
for Johnson, who, incidentally, was 
the Roosevelt running mate eight 
years before Johnson exhibited full- 
fledged presidential ambitions of 
his.own. 

In the early 808 ‘‘Gus’’ Mc- 
Sween, who later came to know 
intimately Presidents, cabinet of- 
ficers and others high in the official 
affairs of the country, was a sub 
reporter on the old National Re- 
publican. In 1884 he became one 
of the staff of The Washington 
Post, on which his father was an 
editorial writer. Later he went to 
the Washington bureau of the 
Baltimore Sun as an assistant to 
Maj. Francis A. Richardson, Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Sun 
for a span from 1866 to 1901. 


Held Editorial Posts. 


At one period or another Mr. 
McSween was city editor of the 
New York American, managing edi- 
tor of the New York Telegraph, 
under the ownership of the late 
William E. Lewis; war correspon- 
dent during the Spanish-American 
conflict, and editor or correspon- 
dent of other publications. 

In 1905 Mr. McSween became 
Washington correspondent of the 
Philadelphia North American and 
he held that position for two de- 
cades. 

When the Philadelphia North 
American was s0ld out about a 
vear ago to the Public Ledger, Mr. 
MsSween, whose health already 
was failing, virtually retired from 
active newspaper work although he 
“carried on,’ through force of 
habit, contributed to magazines and 
periodicals, and visited the press 
galleries of Congress as he had for 
more than a generation. 

Mr. McSween was born in Can- 
ada, 62 years ago. Funeral serv- 
ices ‘will be held at Hysong's 
funeral parlors, Thirteenth and N 
streets, tomorrow afternoon at 2:30 
o’clock. Interment will be in Glen- 
wood cemetery. 


Auto Deaths Here 
54 Since January 3 


During the four-week period end- 
ed August 14, Washington suffered 
the same number of automobile 
fatalities that it did over the same 
period last year—-six,——according to 
a survey of the Department of Com- 
merce, which was made public yes- 


jterday and covered 78 large cities 


in the United States. 

The survey disclosed that from 
January 3 to August 14, 54 persons 
had been killed in this city due to 
automobiles. The total of fatalities 
in the 78 cities, the survey showed, 
was 497, which is 30 more than 
over the same period in 1926.

$2.50 A WEEK RAISE 


Employes Indicaté Willingness 
to Accept $5 Increase With 
Other Demands. 


The threatened strike of all 
unionized motion picture machine 
operators in Washington for tomor- 
row will be held in abeyance pend- 
ing further negotiations between 
the union and the managers today 
and for the remainder of the week 
if necessary. 

This announcement was made by 
D. L. Ormes, business agent of the 
union, at an early hour this morn- 
ing following a meeting of the 
union, at which the latest peace- 
offering of the managers was con- 


sidered. While the proffer was re- 
jected by the operators the strike 
order was postponed with a hope 
of reaching a compromise settle- 
ment by further negotiations. 
Whether or not the operators will 
strike, therefore, will be determined 
by the outcome of further negotia- 
tions between the operators and 
theater managers. 

As an inducement to the oper- 
ators to remain in their booths, the 
managers yesterday offered them a 
wage increase of $2.50 a week, as 
against their demand for a $10 
raise. The operators now make a 
maximum of $65 for a 44-hour 
week, and they are asking for a 
maximum of $75 for a 40-hour 
week, with a fourth operator in each 
of the larger booths. The managers 
made no concessions regarding 
hours or number of operators in 
each booth in their offering yester- 
day. 

Commenting upon the outlook, | 
Mr. Brylawski said: ‘‘We are still in| 
hope that we can avoid the strike. | 
but the likelihood of doing so is | 
slight.’’ 


Counter Proposal Made. | 


In a counter proposal made by | 
the operators they have asked that 
they be paid on a lump sum basis, 
to be regulated by the number of 
men in each booth and the number 
of hours work actually performed. 
It would amount to about $70 fora 
40-hour week, The operators are 
more concerned with hours and a 
fourth man in the booth than they 
are with the wage increase. 

D. L. Ormes, business agent of 
the union, pointed out that opera- 
tion of a projection machine re- 
quired the attention of two men at 
the same time. With three men to 
a booth, this breaks up the day into 
two shifts for each man every oth- 
er day. With four men to a booth 
two pairs could work their six-hour 
day consecutively. Operators have 
only every third Sunday off and 
they work every day in the year re- 
gardless of holidays. 

Only the operators in the large 
houses receive maximum salary of 
$65 a week, Mr. Ormes added. He 
said that the average salary was 
between $40 and $50 a week with 
it running as low as $37 for neigh- 
hood houses with only night shows. 
A six-hour day is as long as an 
operator can work and maintain his 
health, Mr. Ormes stated. 

In offering the compromise wage 
of $67.50 the managers stated that 
a reply from the operators must be 
in their hands by 10 o*clock to- 
night, as the wage contract between 
the two parties expires at midnight. 
The managers’ association will 
meet again at 1:30 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon in Mr. Harry Crandall’s of- 
fice in the Metropolitan’ theater 
building to receive the reply of the 
operators. 

Advertisements in local newspa- 
pers yesterday for nonunion oper- 
ators to take the places of the union 
men in the event of a_ strike 
brought a sufficient number of ap- 
plicants for jobs to fill every mo- 
tion picture house in Washington, 
Mr. Brylawski said.

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Navy Dirigible Aloft at Nor- 
folk to Fix New Radio 
Ccmpass Calibrations. 


FLIGHT WILL COMPLETE 
MONTHS OF RESEARCH 


Expected to Establish Correct 
Directions for Stations on 
North ena Coast.

Norfolk, Va., Aug. 30 (By A. P.). 
The navy dirigible Los Angeles 
which left her station at Lakehurst, 
N. J., about noon today is moored 
at her mast on the Patoka, which is 
anchored off Plantation Light, just 
inside Cape Charles. The Los An- 
geles made the trip down the coast 
without incident, appearing above 
Virginia Beach, 20 miles from Nor- 
folk, about 4:15 p. m. 

After circling over Virginia 
Beach nearly a half hour, without 
becoming visible to Norfolk, the Los 
Angeles moved northward to her 
moorings for the night. During the 
period spent over the beach the 
ship operated her radio continuous. 
ly, making 
the work which brought her to this 
section. The tests this afternoon 
were the first of a series which is 
to be continued tomorrow near Vir- 
ginia Beach and to the southward, 


to the vicinity of Poyners Hill, N. C.' 


Her operations tomorrow may 
bring the big dirigible over Nor- 


folk, hut this was not certain to- 
night. For several weeks she has 
been conducting radio compass 
tests off the New Jersey coast, and 
when the tests are completed here, 
probably by tomorrow afternoon, 
the ship is expected to return to 
Lakehurst. 


Lakehurst, N. J., Aug. 30 (By 
A. P.).—The naval dirigible Los 
Angeles, after two weeks’ delay oc- 
casioned by inclement weather, was 
taken from her hangar today for a 
trip to Hampton roads for radio 
compass calibration tests with wire- 
less stations in the Fifth naval dis- 
trict. 

At times during the tests the 
dirigible will be moored to the mast 
ship Patoka. 
| The Los Angeles, in command of 

Lieut. Comdr. C. E. Rosendahl, left 
the field shortly before 11 a. m., 
Hastern standard time, passed over 
Lakewood and headed south. 

On the flight begun today the 
officers and men of the Los An- 
geles expect to complete a labor of 
months which makes the whole in- 
land coast region from Boston to 
the Virginia capes safer for avi- 
ators than it has ever been before. 

In the future no matter how dark 
the night or dense the fog, no avi- 
ator equipped with radio, flying 
within 150 miles of the coast be- 
tween the points mentioned can 
become lost, for the Los Angeles 
will have completed its radio com- 
pass calibration on which *it has 
been engaged all summer. 


Direction by Wireless. 


The moment from now on that a 
radio-equipped flier. be he pilot of 
one of the new Boston-New York 
air mail planes, or an army, navy 
or civilian aviator, loses his bear- 
ings, even though the ground itself 
be out of sight so that he can make 
no dead reckoning, he may get his 
position almost instantaneously by 
radio. 

In effect the plan works as fol- 
lows: At numerous points along 
the coast the navy has stations 
equipped with radio compasses 
which can tell direction on any 
radio signal siched up. That is, 
they could, if radio waves were al- 
ways regular in their formation, 
but like the ripples from a stone 
flung in water radio waves are 
often bent out of shape by min- 
erals in the ground, odd earth for- 
mations and other causes. For 
this reason calibration is needed. 

It is performed by the Los An- 
geles sailing about each station in 
a radius of 15 miles, sending by 
radio all the time. The station 
operator then det@'mines the po- 
sition of the dirigible by his radio 
compass while another man with 
an instrument such as surveyors 
use places it visually. If the radio 
compass sets a given position at 
46 degrees and it is plain to the 
eye that the ship is actually at 42 
degrees, then it is known that some- 
thing is bending radio waves in 
that spot and that they regularly 
will bend in the same way. 


Avoids Faulty Reports. 


So, whenever a signal is recorded 
after that as coming from 46 de- 
grees the aviator who is lost is told 
that he is at 42 and so is set in 
‘his right course. Without: calibra- 

tion he would be given a faulty 
report which might lead to dis- 
aster. 

The report of the radio compass 
only gives direction, so a flier who 
has lost his bearing and calls for 
help is given reports from two or 
even three stations. All he has 
to do then is see on his map where 
the direction lines cross and he 
has his exact position. 

The stations had already been 
caiibrated on their seaward side 
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compass calibrations, |

a Swiss Dish 


Geneva, July 12 (By A. P.).— 
Switzerland’s favorite national dish 
the ‘“‘fondue’’ is a cousin of a 
famous American delicacy, Welch 
rarebit. 

This is how a “‘fondue”’ is made. 
First a good-sized earthen pot must 
be used, then a stick of garlic is 
rubbed vigorously on the inside of 
the pot so that it may be permeated 
with this flavor, being careful, how- 
ever, to.see that the garlic is not 
left in the pot. A generous quan- 
tity of white wine is then poured 
within and allowed to heat, and 
shortly afterward Gruyere cheese, 
which is the basis of the dish, is 
added and allowed to melt.

This fragrant delicacy once pre- 
pared, the guests seat themselves 
around a table and, having pre- 
viously cut their bread into narrow 
strips, proceed without undue cere- 
mony to dip their bread into the 
common pot. Having thus obtained 
a thick coating of ‘‘fondue’’ they 
transfer it to their mouths and con- 
sume it. A bottle of white wine on 
the side is a great help in a proper 
poise of the ‘‘fondue.’

McAdoo Figures in Fight. 


Another national figure, William 
Gibbs McAdoo, candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
in 1924, figures in the Democratic 
gubernatorial and senatorial bat- 
tles. Carl Alexander Johnson and 
John B. Elliott, indorsed by Mc- 
Adoo for governor and United 
States senator, respectively, have 
accused their opponents—Justus S. 
Wardell and Isidore B. Dockweiler— 
of complicity in the Tammany hall 
plot to control the Democratic party 
and swing the presidential nomina- 
tion to Gov.

steps might be taken to use this 
money to liquidate the debt which 
France owes to the United States. 
If the amount collected reached 
$2,000,000,000, half of France’s 
debt might be forgiven. 

Whatever technical difficulties 
might be encountered or whatever 
new legislation might be required 
to make the plan practical, there 
should be no serious hitch to carry- 
ing out the program, Treasury of- 
ficials have indicated. Even if 
there were obstacles the contrib- 
utors to the debt-cancellation fund 
could overcome them, it is ex- 
plained, by arranging to have 
their donations transferred to the 
debtor nations. 

The American people would not 
suffer generally through the carry- 
ing out of the plan and the citi- 
zens who do not favor debt cancel- 
lation would continue to find their 
Liberty bonds honored by _ the 
government of the United States. 
In other words, it is suggested in 

humorous vein, all would be 
satisfied and a practical solution 
to the debt-cancellation problem 
would have at last been reached. 


Government Powerless. 


Unless and until some such gen- 
erous plan is adopted by the lead- 
ers in the cancellation movement 
the United States government is 
virtually powerless to encourage 
any cancellation plan. The billions 
loaned did not belong to the gov- 
ernment, but ..belonged to. the 
American people. The government 
is simply acting as sort of trustee 
for the people of the United States, 
it is explained, and no amount of 
propaganda can influence’ the 
course which Secretary Mellon has 
elected to follow. 

It is recalled here that Mr. Baker 
has all along been one of the most 
ardent supporters of the League of 
Nations and internationalism. Had 
the United States joined the league 
a powerful movement would have 
been begun for cancellation of all 
debts, according to frank admis- 
sions from the founders of the 
league.. It is understood to have 
been because of this that the debtor 
nations were so anxious to have the 
United States espouse the cause of 
internationalism and join the 
league. Forecasts that the Euro- 
pean nations could never pay debts 
to America, even if they agreed to 
pay them, have been repeatedly 
made, but developments have tend. 
ed to explode them and collections 
under the debt-funding plans have 
been made without any of the ob- 
stacles which were first discussed 
and cited in. connection with the 
cancellation propaganda. 


Debt Cancellations 
Is Scored by Willis 


Columbus, Ohio, Aug. 30 (By A.

tonight came out in opposition to 
cancellation by the United States 
of debts of the allies and associated 
powers. Senator Willis in effect 
replied to a published article of 
Newton D. Baker, war-time Secre- 
tary of War, declaring that the 
United States should cancel debts 
owed it. 

“It is, of course, desirable that 
American foreign trade should be 
extended, but when the extension of 


this trade is made by shouldering 
additional burdens upon the tax- 
payers, it is too high a price. 
‘‘America has been fair and even 
generous in dealing with those na- 
tions indebted to it. I can under- 
stand why private holders of Euro- 
pean bonds should favor cancella- 
tion. If Uncle Sam cancels his 
debt then there would be that 
much more resources dedicated to 
the payment of individual claims. 
It would be an injustice unspeak- 
able to cancel the American debt 
on the theory that by so doing our 
foreign trade would be enlarged.”

Interparliamentary Union Ap- 
proves Porter Proposal to 
Prohibit Making Drug. 


LAYS CRIME IN U.S. TO IT 


A cable was received yesterday 
from Representative Porter, chair- 
man of the House committee on 
foreign affairs, saying that his res- 
olution on heroin had been adopted 


at the meeting of the committee on 
social and humanitarian questions 
of the Interparliamentary union, 
now in session at Geneva. The 
cablegram was received by Edmund 
F. Erk, clerk of the committee on 
foreign affairs. 

Mr. Porter proposes to prohibit 
the manufacture and distribution 
of heroin. Under his resolution, the 
Interparliamentary conference rec- 
ommends for consideration of the 
groups of the union the enactment 
of effective laws or ‘regulations pro- 
hibiting manufacture and distribu- 
tion of heroin. The resolution will 
be transmitted to all governments 
and parliaments of the world. 

The action concerning heroin is 
distinct from action taken by the 
same committee with relation to 
opium. As a matter of fact, Mr. 
Porter has won a victory both on 
heroin and opium. 

In an address, supporting his res- 
olution, Mr. Porter declared at 
least one-third, perhaps one-half of 
the crimes of violence committed 
in the larger cities of the United 
States by gunmen and others are 
due to heroin addiction. 

Mr. Porter pointed out that Con- 
gress in 1924 prohibited the im- 
portation of crude opium into the 
United States for the manufacture 
of heroin. He said Congress acted 
after mature deliberation and 
quoted Dr. Rupert Blue, former 
surgeon general of the _ public 
health service, to the effect the ad- 
ministration of heroin was danger- 
ous. Mr. Porter pointed out the 
public health service had prohibited 
use of heroin in marine hospitals 
and dispensaries and other medical 
services of the government follow- 
ed suit, while the American Medi- 
cal association recommended its 
elimination from medicinal prep- 
arations. 


National Gallery Gets 
Studies of War Leaders 


Twenty-one original studies in 
oil of famous world leaders in the 
late world war, painted by John C. 
Johansen, have been presented to 
the National Gallery of Art of the 
Smithsonian institution, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. The identity 
of the donor was not disclosed. 

The gift constitutes the prepara- 
tory studies used by Mr. Johansen 
in the execution of his famous 
work, “Signing the Peace Treaty, 
June 28, 1919,’ which now hangs 
in the National museum building.

Files of Former Governor of 
New Hampshire Inspected 
by Prowlers. 


ENTERED “ONCE BEFORE 


Concord, N. H., Aug. 30 (By A. 
P.).—-The headquarters of the Bass 
senatorial campaign committee here 
were broken into last night, com- 
mittee leaders reported today to the 
police. The files in the office con- 
taining important information on 
the primary campaign of former 
Gov. Robert P. Bass for the Repub- 
lican nomination for the United 
States Senate apparently had been 
inspected, it was said. 

Included in the fiies were the 
names of campaign workers. En- 
trance to the office in the Patriot 
building had been gained by break.

Members of the campaign com- 
mittee immediately began to check 
up the papers to see if anything had 
been taken from the office.

It was further revealed today 
that this was the second time that 
that the office was believed to have 
been entered. A few weeks ago, 
committee leaders said, a window 
in the rear of the office had been 
tampered with in the night. Only 
casual attention was given the mat- 
ter at that time, they said, be- 
cause there was no evidence that 
anything irregular had been done 
in the office.

Amert- 
cans owe to the holders of Liberty and Victory 
bonds something like $20,000,000,000. The 
holders of these bonds ought to be glad to can- 
cel them for the sake of gaining the good will 
and trade of their fellow Americans. Every tax- 
payer is under a heavy load, paying tribute to 
these bloated bondholders. Think of the ill will, 
anger and hatred that might be swept away; 
think of the glorious era of fellowship and 
brotherly love that would dawn upon America 
if all holders of Liberty bonds would tear them 
and say to their fellow citizens, “There! We 
love you!” 

Surely Mr. Baker would not ask the United 
States. trustee of the account, to embezzle the 
money due the owners of these bonds, or to 
band it over to third parties in Europe.

THE CAUL OF ALASKA. 


Much newspaper space has been given up 
to the movement of vacationers across the 
Atlantic this summer, and little has been said 
of the influx of tourists to Alaska. Yet those 
who have come out of the Territory within the 
last few weeks assert that so great has been 
the movement into that section that the regular 
steamers plying between the Alaska ports and 
Seattle have been unable to accommodate the 
traffic. One Washingtonian, who returned on 
Sunday, was tied up in Cordova for eight days 
before he could obtain passage.

‘Tourists have 
learned of this improvement, with’ the result 
that automobiles are almost as common in 
Alaska today as were dog-teams: in the days 
of the Dawson’ rush.

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FOR SPEEDY PROSECUTIONS. 


District attorneys from nearly every county 
in New York State assembled in Rochester 
last week for the purpose of discussing meas- 
ures for the more effective punishment of 
criminals and the suppression of crime. The 
State is stirred over the enormous increase in 
crimes against life and property. 

The prosecuting officers of the 60-odd 
counties of New York are better able to judge 
wherein the criminal statutes may be amend- 
ed, with the purpose of expediting the trial of 
those accused of crime, as well as to suggest to 
the legislature necessary amendments to the 
laws, than laymen can possibly be. Asa result 
of the Rochester meeting many radical depar- 
tures from present practices will be recom- 
mended to the legislature during the coming 
session, and it is quite likely that all. or the 
majority at least, of the recommendations 
will meet with official approval. Among the 
suggested changes are the repeal of that pro- 
vision of the criminal statutes which _ re- 
quires a period of 48 hours to elapse between 
a verdict of conviction and the passing of sen- 
tence, and a reduction in the time allowed to 
file appeals. This reduction to be secured by 
making it the duty of the district attorney 
to prepare the record in criminal cases. Dras- 
lic regulation of the issuance of pistol permits 
is recommended, and it is proposed to prevent 
by law the entering of a plea of insanity by 
defense counsel without giving previous notice 
to ghe prosecution. | 

The meeting also discussed the advisability 
of recommending amendments’ which will 
make it possible for a judge presiding at @ 
criminal trial to accept a ten to two verdict; 
the denial of bail to persistent offenders: the 
suspension of probation for second and third 
offenders and, what may be considered the 
most radical departure from present criminal 
practice, the swearing in of a thirteenth 
jufor “to prevent a mistrial and subsequent 
delay. : 

The legislature at its last session made im- 
portant chagges in the criminal laws of the 
State, but the suggestions of the combined 
body of prosecuting officers are likely to bring 
about still more radical amendments in the in- 
terest of the prompt prosecution and adequate 
punishment of criminals. 


THE OLDROYD COLLECTION. 


At last Capt. O. H. Oldroyd’s collection of 
relics and memorabilia of the late President 
Lincoln, which for more than a third of a 
century has attracted visitors to the house 
on Tenth street in which the martyred Presi- 
dent expired, has been formally transferred 
to the United States for $50,000. 

After the State of IHinois, through Gov. 
Altgeld, had refused the offer to take over 
the relics for the account of that Common- 
wealth, Capt. Oldroyd removed his. treasures 
to Washington and for more than “0 years 
his friends made repeated efforts to induce 
Congress to make the purchase, in order that 
the collection might become the property of 
the people for all time. But it was not until 
near the close of the last session that the bill 
authorizing the purchase was enacted. Offers

Reports show that the number of immi- 
grants from Ireland entering during July 
amounted to 3,576. More came from Ger- 
many than from any other country. Experi- 
ence demonstrates that immigrants from these 
two countries make the very best and most 
intelligent labor in agricultural sections. 


DECREASE IN TAX RECEIPTS. 


Tax returns of the internal revenue bureau, 
revised, show a decline in July amounting to 
$21,497,000 as compared with July, 1925. 
Personal and corporate income taxes increased 
some $15,598,000 over last year, but miscel- 
laneous taxes declined some, $37,096,000. Of 
the total income tax paid in July, $34,940,000 
was from corporations and $15,611,000 from 
individuals. 

Repeal of the capital stock tax on corpora- 
tions will make quite a hole in the corpora- 
tion tax receipts, but the increase of income 
tax will make up for a part of the loss. 

The estate tax brought in $4.768.000, a loss 
of some $2,900,000: from July, 1925. The 
tobacco tax brought in about $82,123,000, a 
decrease of.some $1,098,000 from July, 1925. 
The tax on cigarettes brought in the large 
sum of $23,883,000 in July, which was an 
increase of about $1,000,000 over July, 1925. 

This decline in internal revenue receipts 
may cause the promoters of another tax re- 
duction law to revise their opinions. 
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The press agent for the publishers of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica is preparing for the 
twelfth edition of that great work.

The copy- 
right notice “(Copyright 1926) by 
(author's name)’’ should come un- 
der the title, and the date of publi- 
cation should appear somewhere 
on it. To give away a few copies 
constitutes publishing it, and an 
affidavit on a form furnished by the 
copyright office, together with two 
copies of the poem thus prepared 
and one dollar, is all that is neces- 
sary to secure a copyright. 

If, however, the poem is first pub- 
lished without the copyright notice, 
/no copyright can ever be secured on 
the work.

NAVAL ESCORT AT GRAVE

The body of Commander John 
Rodgers, naval aviator, killed in a 
plane crash at Philadelphia Friday, 


will arrive at the Fort Myer gate at 


Arlington National cemetery this 
afternoon in time for burial serv- 
ices, which will be held at 3 o’clock 
in the western officers’ section, 
Humphreys avenue, near the old 
amphitheater. 

The body will arrive by motor 
from Zion Hill, home of his father, 
Rear Admiral John A. Rodgers, re- 
tired, near Havre de Grace, Md., 
where simple, private services were 
held yesterday afternoon for the 
family and a few intimate friends. 

The burial service will be held on 
the first anniversary of Commander 
Rodgers’ departure from San Fran- 
cisco for Hawaii in command of the 
PN-9 No. 1 plane, which took off 
for the nonstop flight attempt at 3 
o’clock on the afternoon of August 
o1, 1925, in company with the 
PN-9 No, 3. 


A military escort will meet the 


body at the Fort Myer gate and pro- 


ceed to the grave. The escort will 
be composed of three companies, 
one of 48 marines from the Wash- 
ington marine barracks and two of 
bluejackets, 80 of whom will be 
from the naval air station at Ana- 
costia, and 40 from the receiving 
station at the Washington navy 
yard. The Navy band will accom- 
pany the military escort and Com- 
mander Samuel L. Henderson, U. S. 
N., will command the entire escort. 

Capt. a H. Dickins, chaplain 
corps, U. S. N., and Canon F. J. Bo- 
hanan of ay Washington cathedral 
will officiate at the services. Pall- 
bearers are Capt. George C. Wester- 
manager of the naval aircraft 


ers Holden C. Richardson and Ken- 
neth Whiting, bureau of aeronau- 
tics; Frederick V. McNair, Army 
War college: Capt. Samuel M. Rob- 
inson, bureau of engineering; Com- 
mander Martin K. Metcalf, naval 
examining board; Capt. Ralph 
Koch, bureau of navigation, and 
Capt. Stephen Rowan, naval opera- 
tions. 

A formation of four marine corps 
planes and five navy planes assem- 
bled at Anacostia yesterday after- 
noon and flew to the Rodgers resi- 
dence at Havre de Grace, circling 
over it while services were in“*prog- 
ress.

Veterans’ Bureau Announces 
Biggest Reduction in Dis- 
charging 2,327. 


TWO LOSE JOBS WHEN 
ROUTINE IS SIMPLIFIED 


Government Hotels Chamber: 
maids Given Extra Duty 
as Waitresses. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, JM. 

Reductions in the force of Fed- 
eral employes to the number of 
several thousand are reported to 
the President as having been made 
by the various executive depart- 
ments in the fiscal year 1926 in re- 
sponse to the President’s instruc- 
tions to cut expenses. These reduc- 
tions, it is pointed out by the bu- 


reau of the budget in transmitting 
the record to the President, were 
made in advance announcement of 
the 1927 program, which calls for 
a general cut of 2 per cent in Fed- 
eral personnel. 

Nearly every branch of the execu- 
tive departments reports some re- 
duction in forces during the year, 
the largest, perhaps, being in the 
case of the veterans’ bureau, which 
states its record as follows: 

“On July 1, 1925, there were on 
duty 9,878 employes with annual 
salaries aggregating $17,624,916. 
On May 1, 1926, this number had 
been reduced to 7,551, with annual 
salaries aggregating $14,121,768, a 
net reduction of 2,327 employes and 
$3,403,148 in salaries, and a reduc- 
tion in this class of personnel of 
23.5 per cent over the reported ten 
months. 


Field Offices Combined. 


“During this period there were 
consolidated or discontinued one 
suboffice and 112 field locations 
where, prior to discontinuance or 
consolidation, there were 198 em- 
ployes with salaries aggregating 
$361,761 per annum, and but eight 
new field locations were established 
with personnel totaling eight at an- 
nual salaries of $18,320.” 

The Shipping Board Emergency 
Fleet Corporation reported a reduc- 
tion in salaries and wages of from 
$5,247,192 in 1925 to $3,664,967 
in 1926. 

Wholesale reductions have been 
made in the Department of the In- 
terior, Secretary Work advises the 
President, pointing out that three 
years ago “the personnel of the de- 
partment was 18,000, and today it 
is 13,420,” part of the reduction be- 
ing due to the transfer of certain 
bureaus to the Department of Com- 
merce. In the Interior Department, 
however, according to Secretary 
Work, the following cuts in force 
_ were ‘made, among others, during 
1926: 

Bureau of reclamation, 34; pen- 
sion bureau, 51; general land office, 
16; bureau of Indian affairs, 294; 
geological survey, 22, and Alaska 
railroad, 122. 

From the Treasury Department, 
the commissioner of the public debt 
reports: 

‘“‘During the fiscal year the per- 
sonnel of the public debt service 
has been reduced by 205 employes, 
with salaries aggregatnig $338,120. 
A survey of the register’s office has 
been made, a partial reorganization 
of work effected, and the force will 
he reduced, saving $250.000. Con- 
stant reduction and consequent 
savings are brought about with the 


tion as vacancies occur.’ 

The forest service effected con- | 
solidations in five of its eight dis- | 
tricts, it reports, which, with other 
adjustments, “resulted in the elimf- 
nation of 31 positions with a saving 
of $38,000 for the year. In addi- 


tion, considerable savings weit ef- 


fected by shifting employes when 
they could be spared from their 
regular duties to pressing activities 
elsewhere. In the Rocky moun- 
tain district alone forests were 
utilized in this way for timber sur- 
veys and timber sale administration 
thus avoiding the expenditure of 


| upward of $9,200.” 


At the fixed nitrogen laboratory 


resignations of workers during the 
.| year were accepted and the vacan- 
cies were not filled, the work being 


divided among other employes. The 
result was a reported saving of 
$17,618. 


The bureau of entomology re- 
ports Maving cut its salary roll by 
$76,680 during the year; the bio- 
logical survey, $2,280; the bureau 
of agricultural economics states 
that ‘‘a number of places have been 
discontinued through rearrange- 
ment of the work;’’ the Federal 
horticultural board cut its pay roll 
$5,640; the packers and stockyards 
administration reorganized its 
forces at Washington and in the 
field and reports a pay-roll cut of 
$56,932; and the bureau of investi- 
gation, the Federal government’s 
great detective agency, reduced its 
forces from 617 to 447. 


Two Stenographers Less. 


Apparently in some departments 
the cutting process was carried 
down to the quick. Secretary Kel- 
logg, for instance, appointed a com- 
mittee to see what could be done in 
the State Department to reduce its 
forces at Washington. Seemingly 
the department was operating at 
about the minimum of man power, 
for, after the committee had made 
its survey, the department advises 
the President: 

‘It was found that by pooling the 
available stenographers and typists 
the total number could be reduced 
by two; by persuading another de- 
partment of the government to 
change one of its routine forms, a 
further reduction of two clerks was 
made possible; and by simplifying 
the handling of incoming mail and 
telegrams, the transfer of a clerk to 
other. work was made possible, ac- 
complishing a total saving in per- 
sonnel through these changes of 
$6,660."’ 

On the surface that would appear 


to be fairly small pickings for an en- 


tire department of the government, 
but when combined with other eco- 
nomies it helps swell the total saved 
to the Treasury against the day of 
another tax reduction. 

The War Department, in the dis- 
trict of Washington, put the reverse 
English on reduction of personnel 
by using soldiers to do work hereto- 
fore done by civilian mechanics, the 
sum total of its economies in the 
district, including the use of soldier 
labor, being reported at $120,000. 

Another somewhat unusual twist 
was given the practice by the em- 
ployes’ compensation commission, 
which revised its sick leave regula- 
tions on a stricter basis and called 
the workers’ attention to the neces- 
sity of improving the record. Asa 
result: 

“The sick leave record for the 
first four months of the calendar 
year,’’ says the commission, ‘“‘com- 
pared with the same period for the 
previous year, shows a reduction of 
78 days, or the time of one’ clerk 
for two months and eighteen days,”’ 

Still another variation of the 
same theme was reported by the 
housing corporation, which  op- 
erates the government hotels at 
Washington. It found that its 
chambermaids had. leisure’ time 
after doing their'regular work, so it 
detailed them, with resultant sav- 
ings, to duty as waitresses during a 
porton of the day. Another saving 
which indicates the intent to econ- 
omy is found in the corporation’s 

statement that it was successful in 
reducing the cost of laundering 
towels and miscellaneous equipment 
for other branches of the govern- 
ment by 2 cents per 100 pieces.

PROFTTS IN CLEANLINESS.

I am not sure as to the ma- 
chinery by which this street stand 
pumped the water spray, nor how 
many times the wash water was 
used before being discarded, but 
that possibility did not occur to 
the customers. 

The next thought that came to 
my mind was that the teamster 
who drank lemonade at the street 
stand, ten years ago stopped at the 
corner and drank a pint of “suds.” 
It’s a safe bet that with his soft 
drink today he is freer from sun- 
stroke, healthier, more comfort- 
able, cooler and more efficient than 
he was under the ‘“‘suds” ten years 
ago. 


CRADLE CAP AND CURE. 

Mrs. J. C. P. writes: My baby is 
1 year old. For the last few 
months he has been bothered with 
cradle cap. I have tried olive oil 
on his head at night and in the 
morning I wash his head and then 
fine-comb it a little, but he still has 
it on his head. Is there anything 
that you can tell me to do? 

REPLY. 

Cradle cap is a form of eczema 
caused by diet. It can be cured 
by changing the diet. In most 
cases the diet contains too much 
fat; but the fault may be with the 
sugars or with the proteins. Some 
babies do not get better until they 
quit milk. In mild cases the cure 
is worse than the disease. It is 
better to let the skin cap cure up 
spontaneously than it is to do a 
great deal of changing in the diet. 
A simple ointment is helpful: Oint- 
ment cureg Many cases, that is if 
it is properly made.

Arlington County Body Told 
There Will Be No Change, 
Despite Protests. 


TO COST $250,000 MILE 


Dr. Samuel M. Johnson, manag- 
ing director of the Lee Highway as- 
sociation, speaking before the Lee 
Boulevard association of Arlington 
county last night, said that ‘‘despite 
the objection of many at the time 
the location of the boulevard was 
announced in the Washington audi- 
torium, the location is final.’’ 

“It was located upon the*recom- 


mendation of leading engineers and 
no personal gain was considered,”’ 
declared Dr. Johnson. ‘The bou- 
levard will cost at least $250,000 a 
mile and I would not at this time 
even suggest a program for its con- 
struction. I will say, however, that 
as soon as a definite program is 
given that I have the assurance of 
property owners along the right-of- 
way that they will do the grading 
through their property, and with 
the aid of a landscape architect will 
plant the trees. 

“One of the first things that has 
to be done is to make the survey 
along the route. With that accom- 
plished, the plan will be laid be- 
fore representatives of the Federal 
government, the State government, 
members of the board of supervis- 
ors and civic organizations, but at 
this time I do not know where the 
money is to come from. 

“The boulevard will not be built 
in five years, but we must have the 
200-foot right of way with 60-feet 
set aside on each side for parking 
now before it is built up with gaso- 
line stations and other buildings.”’ 

Other speakers were J. Cloyd 
Byars, who stressed the need of 
more cooperation in the many pro- 
posed projects for the development 
of Arlington county, and State Sen-

BUSINESS"MEN HOLD FORT 


Worcester, Mass., Aug. 30 (By A. 
P.).—Mer. J. E. Walsh and the 
Rev. Robert J. Cairns, members of 
the Maryknoll mission band in 
China, were taken captives by a 
band of Chinese bandits headed by 
Chan Chuk-Saam in Kwang Hoi, 
China, on July 11, according to a 
letter received here today by the 
Evening Post from the Rev. Father 
Cairns, a resident of this city. 

The letter, dated July 14, says 
that the bandits made an attack on 
the city shortly after midnight and 
the soldiers in the fort, although 
greatly outnumbering the 500 ban- 
dits, fled and left the civilians at 
the mercy of the bandits. The rob- 
bers prowled around the city with 
lighted torches, smashed in doors 
of dwellings and took everything 
they could carry.

Walsh and the Chinese mis- 
sion caretaker that unless they 
agreed to give him a sum of money 
he would blow up the fort and kill 
them all. The business men said 
they would answer the next day, 
but the result is not told by Father 
Cairns as he wrate his leter before 
the outcome. 

The bandit chief refused to give 
the American priests their liberty 
and they had no idea what was in 
store for them.

Adequate industrial educa 
harmonious relations betweey 
tal and labor and universal li 
wages would increase greatly 
duction in this country, the 
gram points out. The waste 
commodity distribution could 
virtually eliminated by coopere 
mercantile establishments and 
operative selling and maj 
ing associations, it was deel 
As long as the majority of wo 
remain mere wage earners, thé 
possibility of increased produce 
will not be realized, it added. 

In dealing with the two othe 
iciencies the program of the bis 
states:

viewpoint. He needs to learn 
long-forgotten truth that wealt 
stewardship; that profit mnaking 
not the basic justification of bi 
ness enterprise, and that there 
such things as fair profits, fair 
terest and fair prices. Above 
before all he must cultivate 
strengthen within his mind 
truth that the laborer is a hi 
being, not merely an instrumel!
